not overlook the value of the trees on the land 
applied for. 

18. Ifit should, at any time, be found that 
the same land has been included in more than one 
lot, it shall be held’to belong to the lot first sold, 
and all subsequentsales shall, as regards such land, 
become null and void.

of all fature stipulated annual payments calculated 
at 5 per cent. interest, provided the said-amount 
is not less than two rupees eight annas an acre 
on the whole area of which the revenue is redeemed. 
Tables dor use in commuting existing Sunderbuns, 
Assam, and Cachar Grants to rent-free tenures 
will be found in the Appendix marked (K).

Rules will be disturbed by any higher Executive 
Authority. 


21. Reserves of grazing and forest land, of
